Expect Fire Season to Continue 


As The Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for 
the Oregon Department of Forestry reported that fire 
season continues in Clatsop County. Burning is 
prohibited during fire season, which usually extends 
from July to October, but varies from year to year 
depending on the weather. For current information 
on fire season, call the local office of the Department 
of Forestry at 503-325-5451. When burning is 
permitted, and before you burn, see “Fire and 
Smoke” in your copy of the Surf Pines Association 
Owners Guide, 2008-2009, pages 10-11, for 
guidelines on burning small amounts debris and the 
policy on disposing of large amounts of debris.

I'd like to start by welcoming two new members to the Board; Burr Allegaert, who has previously served twice 
on the Board and on many of our committees, joins us as Vice President, and Jeff Hall, who previously 
served as chair of the Safety and Security committee and served on the Roads and Grounds committee, 
joins us as Director at Large and editor of The Breeze. 


The most noticeable event of the last month was the day long closure of 
Sunset Beach Lane as the County replaced the culvert at the junction with 
Highway 101. When the County first approached us to allow detour traffic we 
were very uneasy with the prospect. The County responded to our concerns, 
arranging for liability insurance, flaggers, closing Sunset Beach entrance, 
signs and a Sheriff Deputy to patrol the streets. Most importantly they moved 
the timing of the work from a weekday in the summer to a Sunday after Labor 
Day. This move minimized traffic as there would be no commercial deliveries, 
no school buses, nobody going to and coming home from work. Whilst in the 
end traffic levels were slightly elevated, the difference between that day and 
a regular Sunday were modest. When finished, the new junction at Highway 
101 will make life a lot easier for those who use the North Entrance. 





At the annual meeting we announced that there would be two special meeting votes held in the near future. 
One concerns how to approach varying road widths as new sections of asphalt are laid; this vote will likely be 
sometime in the winter. The second vote concerns the results of the Bylaw Review Committee. At the Annual 
Meeting last year, the members present voted to form a committee to review the Bylaws and report back to 
the membership. The Board rather than imposing our ideas on who should be on the committee and what 
was appropriate for them to consider, has taken as much of a hands off approach as possible. The 
Committee held a series of open meetings and met with the Board on three occasions, The last was in 
August when the Board reviewed the proposed changes, not for whether or not we approved of them, but 
whether or not we felt that they could be implemented and whether the amendment was suitable to go before 
the membership. 


Shortly you will receive a ballot that will allow you to vote on the fifteen proposed amendments. The form of 
vote is defined in the bylaws and is a little confusing as you can vote yourself or by proxy, even though the 
ballot is to all intents and purposes a mail in ballot. The completed ballots must be returned by mail, or 
delivered at the beginning of the meeting in order to be counted. 


The amendments cover a range of topics, some of which extend the powers of the Association beyond where 
they are at the moment. The Bylaw Review Committee has spent many hours debating and refining the 
amendments. It is beholden on us to spend some time reviewing them, and discussing them with our 
neighbors before voting. This is essentially a "free vote", what you see on the ballot is what the committee 
thought the membership should have the opportunity to vote on, not what individual members of the Bylaws 
Committee, the standing committees or the Board necessarily think is the way ahead. | urge you to think over 
the proposals, talk to your neighbors, members of the Bylaw Review Committee or your Board members. 
That said | do very much urge you to vote. Any election with a low turn out might produce a result which 
would not necessarily reflect the feelings of the general electorate.

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Highlights of the Annual Meeting 


The Annual Meeting was held on August 8, 2009 at the Astoria Golf and Country Club. Standing 

Board members were present: Dave Lukens, President; Michael Wilkin, Vice President; Patrick 

Kelley, Secretary; Bob McWhirter, Treasurer; and Gheri Fouts, Director and Assistant Treasurer. Dan Bartlett, 
Administrator was also present. As you read below, you will find highlights from the meeting, committee 
reports, and other business.

President's Report: Volunteers from the association planted 50 large trees in the park; volunteers and John 
Gates have improved the level of reliability in the functioning of the gates; volunteers are creating greater 
community outreach projects to benefit the county food bank. 


Roads and Grounds: Three segments of Ocean Drive were repaved thereby improving the continuity of the 
width of the road and decrease edge breakaway problems that perpetuate maintenance challenges and 
increased paving costs; volunteers planted 100 trees and shrubs along Surf Pines Lane, the association’s 
Manion property, and the park. 


Safety and Security: Old gate codes and old contractor access codes continue to be eliminated to reduce 
unauthorized access; there is continued need for drivers to obey the speed limit on the roads; new controllers 
were installed for the gates which improved their reliability; association member, Tom Hatch, volunteered 
time and skills to install and program the new controllers. 


Community Relations: The Community Relations Committee established a community outreach project to 
benefit the county food bank; created a fund raising event with raffle tickets for a quilt donated by local 
quilters; continues to coordinate multiple community events (for upcoming events see pages 6 & 7 of The 
Breeze). 


Election of Directors: Two members were elected to replace Patrick Kelley and Bob McWhirter. There were 
no nominations for candidates from the floor; the following candidates were submitted by the Nominating 
Committee: Burr Allegaert, Robert Ball, Jeffrey Hall, Norma Keever, Clark Powers. Burr Allegaert and Jeffrey 
Hall were elected to fill the open positions. 


Annual Budget: The membership approved the annual budget for 2009-2010 by a vote of 79-2. 


Proposed Amendment to Surf Pines Boundary: The property north of the intersection of Ocean Drive and 
Malarkey, owned by Miles and Sandra Sweeney, was considered for inclusion in the membership of the 
association at the Sweeney’s request. The proposed amendment was approved by a vote of 72-4. 


Bylaws Committee: The ad hoc committee reviewed current bylaws and a summary of their 
recommendations was presented to the membership. The committee is proposing six general measures to 
amend current bylaws. The measures are (1) Procedural, (2) Enforcement, (3) View Protection, (4) Property 
Protection and Maintenance, (5) Residential Standards, (6) Aesthetic Matters. The text of the specific ; 
amendments within these general measures will be provided for members and voted on. (Editor's note: please 
see comments in the president’s message for progression and subsequent development of this pending vote on page 
3). 





2009 Red Turpentine Beetle Infestation =

Northwest Oregon and Southwest Washington have been hit with a large infestation of Red Turpentine 
Beetles. These beetles commonly attack trees already weakened by injury, trees that have already been 
attacked by other bark beetles or trees that are diseased with such infestations as western pine gall. Freshly 
cut stumps, exposed roots and the lower trunk of declining trees are all prone to attack. 


There are vast amounts of dead and decaying trees throughout the area due to the damage caused by the 
2007 hurricane, as well as the harsh snow and ice events of last winter. In addition, we have had drought like 
conditions this summer. All of these factors are conducive to beetle infestation. 


To see if your trees are infested, look at the trunk of 
the tree from the ground to approximately 6 feet up 
the tree. If you see a large, reddish mass and a small 
hole (up to 14) next to the mass, chances are your 
tree is infested. The reddish mass would look like sap, 
plus it would have ‘frass’, which is a mixture of 
sawdust and insect droppings. Frass looks like a lump 
on the tree and can be broken off. The hole or tunnel 
is where the insects are digging and setting in. The 
debris from the digging and their waste is the frass. 
Once the insects have infested, they build little 
communities (which become packed with frass) 
varying between 1/2” to 1” in width and several feet in 
length. 


The beetle itself is reddish brown and may be 3/8” in 
length, which is the largest of these beetles. Larvae 
are up to 1/2” in length and feed together in a common 
chamber. The beetles attack through the warm 
weather and peak in midsummer. Adult turpentine 
beetles bore through the outer bark. Eggs are laid in 
groups packed with frass. When the eggs hatch, the 
larvae remain together and dig large cavities while 
feeding. Trees with only a few entry wounds (on less 
than half way around the tree) usually can fight off the 
infestation. But once there are many wounds around 
all sides of the tree, death of the tree is common. 
Larvae and adults spend the winter in the tree. 





The most effective treatment for Red Turpentine Beetles is the removal of damaged, unhealthy, over-mature 
trees. If left untreated, death of the tree is common. Early detection plus proper care of younger trees can 
help prevent their demise. Removing the infected parts of younger trees can minimize the damage caused by 
the beetles. These actions will help maintain good health for the younger trees and uninfected trees. 


There are chemical treatments to help prevent initial infestation, but once your trees are heavily infested, 
manual removal is the only effective treatment.
